Nixon Found Reagan ‘Strange’ 


COLLEGE PARK, MD. I President Nixon didn’t 
think much of Ronald Reagan, calling him 
“strange” and not “pleasant to be around,” 
newly released White House tapes show. 

Talking politics with White House Chief of 
Staff H.R. Haldeman at Camp David in August 
1972, Nixon switched the conversation to two 
Republican governors, Reagan of California 
and Nelson Rockefeller of New York. 

“Reagan is not one that wears well,” 
Nixon said. 

“I know,” Haldeman agreed. 

“On a personal basis, Rockefeller is a 


pretty nice guy,” Nixon said. “Reagan on 
a personal basis is terrible. He just isn’t 
pleasant to be around. ... Maybe he’s differ- 
ent with others.” 

“No,” Haldeman said. 

“No, he’s just an uncomfortable man to 
be around,” Nixon said, “strange.” 

The conversations are part of the 240 hours 
ofWhite House tape recordings from the Nixon 
administration released Wednesday by the 
National Archives. The tapes are the 10th 
batch of Nixon recordings that the Archives 
has released since 1980.

Limits on 
Campaign 
Cash OK’d 

High court upholds much 
of campaign finance law 

WASHINGTON I A sharply divided Supreme 
Court upheld key features of the nation’s 
new law intended to lessen the influence of 
money in politics, ruling Wednesday that 
the government may ban unlimited dona- 
tions to political parties. 

Those donations, called “soft money” and 
totaling hundreds of millions of dollars, had 
become a mainstay of modern political cam- 
paigns, used to rally voters to the polls and to 
pay for sharply worded television ads. 

The court ruled in a 5-4 decision that 
Congress can regulate campaign money to 
prevent the real or perceived corruption of 
political candidates. That goal and most of 
the rules Congress drafted to meet it outweigh 
limitations on the free speech of candidates 
and others in politics, the majority said. 

The law is often referred to as “McCain - 
Feingold” — named for its chief Senate spon- 
sors, Sens. John McCain, R-Ariz., and Russ 
Feingold, D-Wis. 

The rules have been in force during the 
early stages of the 2004 elections for president 
and Congress. The high court ruling means 
those rules remain largely untouched as the

Mom, Boyfriend Charged

Court Tosses Teen’s Life Sentence 


Mental state of boy 
who killed playmate 
not assessed, judge says 

WEST PALM BEACH, FLA. | An appeals 
court Wednesday threw out a boy’s 
conviction for beating a 6 -year- old 
playmate to death in a case that 
focused attention on a Florida law 
that says child murderers must be 
locked away for the rest of their lives. 

The 4th District Court of Appeals 
ordered a new trial for Lionel Tate, 
16, saying his mental competency 
should have been evaluated before 


his trial. He was tried as an adult 
and is serving life without parole at a 
maximum- security juvenile prison. 

“Questions regarding Tate’s com- 
petency were not lurking subtly in 
the background, but 
were readily appar- 
ent, as his imma- 
turity and devel- 
opmental delays 
were very much 
at the heart of the 
defense,” Judge 
Barry J. Stone wrote. 

Defense lawyers argued that Tate, 
then 12, was imitating the pro wres- 


tling moves he saw on television and 
did not mean to kill Tiffany Eunick. 
The 48 -pound girl was punched, 
kicked and stomped to death by 
Tate, who weighed 170 pounds. 

The case has raised questions 
about a Florida law requiring chil- 
dren convicted offirst- degree murder 
to get life in prison without parole. 
Florida has been widely criticized 
for using the law to lock up children. 

Broward County prosecutors said 
only that they are reviewing the rul- 
ing to determine whether to hold a 
new trial. Tate will remain behind 
bars in the meantime, jill barton (ap)

Die in U.S. Strike 


Tragic blunders have 
led to the deaths of 15 
children in past week 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I For the 
second time in a week, the U.S. 
military admitted Wednesday 
that Afghan children were killed 
in attacks against Taliban and al 
Qaeda suspects. 

A U.S. military spokesman said 
six children died when a wall fell on 
them Friday night at a complex in 
eastern Paktia province that had 
been attacked by U.S. warplanes 
and special forces. “We had no 
indication there were noncomba- 
tants” in the compound, Lt. Col. 
Bryan Hilferty told reporters. 

The news comes on the heels 
of a tragic U.S. military blunder 
in neighboring Ghazni province 


on Saturday. Nine children were 
found dead in a field after an air- 
strike that was targeting a Taliban 
suspect. U.S. officials have since 
apologized for that incident. 

“As well as contributing to a sense 
of fear and insecurity, these inci- 
dents make it easier for those who 
wish to spoil [the reconstruction] 
to rally support,” a U.N. spokes- 
man in Afghanistan said, (ap) 


KARZAI DIGS IN FOR FIGHT

9 Slain as Fighting Returns to Liberia 


MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Bodies of 
ex-government militiamen lay 
sprawled in the streets of Liberia’s 
capital Wednesday as U.N. peace- 
keepers confronted gunmen on a 
rampage of burning, shooting and 
looting in Monrovia’s bloodiest day 
since an August peace deal. 

The violence, launched by mili- 
tiamen loyal to ousted President

The fighting killed 
at least nine Liberians.

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I Response 
from nations opposed to the Iraq 
war was swift and angry Wednesday 
to the U.S. order barring their firms 
from bidding for reconstruction 
projects. 

Russia suggested it would not 
restructure Iraq’s debt. Canada 
threatened to stop sending aid to 
Baghdad. The European Union said 
it would study whether global trade 
rules had been violated. Germany 
called the decision “unacceptable.” 


Critics said the policy could 
discourage countries from help- 
ing to rebuild Iraq and compli- 
cate American efforts to restruc- 
ture Iraq’s estimated $125 billion 
debt, much of it owed to France, 
Germany, Russia and other nations 
whose companies are excluded 
under the Pentagon directive.

Would-Be Bomber 
Arrested in Beirut 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I Awould-be sui- 
cide bomber was arrested outside 
the U.S. Embassy in Lebanon on 
Wednesday, Lebanese security 
officials said. 

The man was carrying explosives 
with the apparent aim of blowing 
himself up inside the embassy com- 
pound, the officials said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. Later, 
a Lebanese army statement said a 
second man had been arrested. 

A senior Lebanese military offi- 


cial said the suspected bomber, a 
Lebanese identified as Abed Mreish, 
was arrested by Lebanese soldiers at 
an army checkpoint about 500 yards 
from the embassy compound. 

The incident came less than a 
week after the State Department 
urged Americans in Lebanon to 
keep a low profile because of grow- 
ing tensions and anti-American 
rhetoric in the region. 

In the mid-1980s, suicide bomb- 
ers carried out two attacks on US. 
Embassy buildings, and Iranian- 
backed militants also bombed the 
US.

Accepts 
Peace Prize 

At awards ceremony, 
Shirin Ebadi criticizes 
U.S.-led war on terror 

OSLO, NORWAY I Iranian human 
rights activist Shirin Ebadi accepted 
her Nobel Peace Prize Wednesday 
and warned that civil liberties and 
human rights must not fall prey to 
the war on terrorism. 

The first Iranian and the first 
Muslim woman to win the coveted 
award said even Western democra- 
cies have allowed the aftermath of 
9/11 to erode their own strong tradi- 
tions of freedom and basic rights. 

“Regulations restricting human 
rights and basic freedoms ... have 
been justified and given legitimacy 
under the cloak of the war on terror- 
ism,” she said, speaking in Farsi. 

Ebadi was named the Nobel 
peace laureate for her work in fight- 
ing for democracy and the rights of 
women and children. In 2000, she

Witness: Malvo Insane 
At Time of Sniper Spree 


Report: Isabel Overwhelmed Va. Plan 


RICHMOND, VA. I Hurricane Isabel 
overwhelmed Virginia’s disaster 
preparedness plans, particular- 
ly state and local officials’ abil- 
ity to communicate with mil- 
lions of people left without power 
or clean water in damaged or 
destroyed homes, a new report 
said Wednesday. 

The hurricane ravaged Virginia’s 
most populous areas from the 
Southside to northern Virginia on 
Sept. 18, killing 33 people, leaving 


more than half of the state’s resi- 
dents without power and destroy- 
ing more than 1,000 houses and 
800 businesses worth at least $1.6 
billion. 

The report by Gov. Mark 
R. Warner’s Hurricane Isabel 
Assessment Team found inade- 
quate preparation not only on the 
state level but, by varying degrees, 
among localities and even among 
households to a disaster as wide- 
spread as Isabel. 


CHESAPEAKE, VA. I LeeBoydMalvo 
was legally insane during last year’s 
sniper spree because of intense 
indoctrination by sniper master- 
mind John Allen Muhammad, 
a defense psychiatrist testified 
Wednesday at Malvo’s trial. 

“Lee was unable to distinguish 
between right and wrong and was 
unable to resist the impulse” to 
commit the sniper killings, said 
Neil Blumberg, who examined 
Malvo 20 times in jail. 

The inability to tell right from 
wrong is the legal standard for 
insanity in Virginia. In his initial 
report in October, Blumberg said 
Malvo was “severely impaired” in his 
ability to tell right from wrong. 

Prosecutor Robert F. Horan 
Jr. accused Blumberg of chang- 
ing his opinion to suit the defense. 
Blumberg said he had only been try-

ing to comport his report to what he 
had thought were the requirements 
of Virginia law, which does not ask 
mental health experts to render an 
opinion on whether a patient meets 
the legal definition of insanity. 

Malvo’s attorneys are present- 
ing an insanity defense to capi- 
tal murder charges in the death 
of FBI analyst Linda Franklin.

Bill Would Ease 
D.C. Budget Process 

WASHINGTON I The Senate on 
Tuesday approved a bill that would 
allow D.C. officials to begin spend- 
ing the locally funded portion of the 
city budget at the start of a new fis- 
cal year — leaving only the federal 
portion to weather the full congres- 
sional approval process. 


The measure, which is pending 
in the House, would give Congress 
30 days to review the local part of 
the budget before it goes into effect. 
Proponents said the budget often 
is delayed in Congress by unrelat- 
ed issues. 

The city’s budget for the fiscal year 
that began Oct. 1 was wrapped into 
a massive federal spending bill that 
cleared the House Monday, but faces

United on Verge of $2 Billion 
Deal to Rise From Chapter II 

United Airlines, which filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection 
a year ago, is close to securing $2 
billion in exit financing to help it 
emerge, sources familiar with the 
deal said Wednesday. United will 
seek $1.6 billion in loan guarantees 
from the federal Air Transportation 
Stabilization Board, with private 
banks providing an additional $400 
million, according to sources.

A former HealthSouth executive was 
sentenced to five months in prison 
Wednesday and four co-workers 
received probation for their part in 
a $2.7 billion accounting scandal at 
the health-care chain.

Regulators accuse 
mortgage giant of 
betraying public trust 

WASHINGTON I Freddie Mac is paying 
a $125 million civil fine and is being 
threatened with possible curbs on 
its growth as federal regulators 
blame management misconduct 
for the mortgage giant’s $5 billion 
misstatement of earnings. 

In a report issued Wednesday, 
regulators accused the government- 
sponsored company of violating its 
public trust. 

A pliant board of directors and a 
system of compensating executives 
tied to annual earnings targets also 
contributed to the accounting crisis 
at Freddie Mac that has brought the 
ouster of four top executives since 
early June, the Office of Federal 
Housing Enterprise Oversight 
found in its investigation. 

The agency, which supervises 
Freddie Mac and its larger rival 


Fannie Mae in the multi-trillion- 
dollar home mortgage market, 
cited “a pattern of inappropriate 
conduct and improper manage- 
ment of earnings.” 

Freddie Mac and Fannie 
Mae were created by Congress 
to pump money into the home 
mortgage market, by buying 
home loans from banks and other 
lenders and bundling them into 
securities for sale on Wall Street.

FBI’s Computer Upgrade Faces Delays 


WASHINGTON I The FBI is facing 
serious delays and cost overruns 
as it struggles to upgrade a com- 
puter system so agents worldwide 
can better share intelligence infor- 
mation and investigative files. 


An important component of the 
system, known as the Virtual Case 
File, was originally expected to be 
operational by Saturday. 

Now, officials say, it will likely 
be several months into 2004 before 


agents have access on their desktop 
computers to a huge new terrorism 
database containing some 40 mil- 
lion documents. 

Also, the FBI said Wednesday that 
the price for the system could now top 
$626 million, instead of the original

To ask a dumb question, what 
is Division I’s objection to the 
Division l-AA, II and III playoff for- 
mats? 

Hardly a dumb question. I don’t 
think D-I so much objects to the 
I-AA etc. playoff format. The 
fact that D-I won’t adopt a simi- 
lar format is all about money and 
power. The I-AA, II and III play- 
offs are controlled by the NCAA, 
which means the NCAA sets the 
rules and decides how the money 
is shared. But DI (we’re speaking 
of D-IA here) post-season is con- 
trolled by six men: commissioners 
of the major conferences. The last 
thing they would do is hand over the 
power to decide who gets in and who 
gets rich from it to the NCAA. 

Do you ever think there will be a 
revised playoff system in Division 
l-A, similar to what is seen on the 
D I-AA level? Or do you think there 
is too much money involved in bowl 
games to ever see a real change? 

I do think there will be some 
incremental move toward a play- 
off in 2006 of afterward. (When I 
say playoff, that could be as min- 
imal as adding a 5th game after 
the four major bowls to crown a 
champion). The hangup isn’t all 
the money that’s involved in the 
existing bowls; it’s who gets their 
mitts on all that money. Right 
now, it’s a rather exclusive club. 
Why share? 

Why not go back to a 10-game reg- 
ular season schedule? That was 
the standard when I was in college 
(early ’50s) and would leave time 
for a playoff. 

You must be an academic. 
That would be best for all the kids 
involved and I think a smart idea. 
The problem is money. Ohio State 
played eight home games this year; 
at $3 million per, that’s $24 million 
(a rough guess on my part). Athletic 
directors may say they care about 
student-athlete welfare, but not as 
much as they care about revenue 
streams.

Old Comics, New Life 


Illustrated stories of 
yesteryear are back 
on bookstore shelves 

PUBLISHING! MarkThompson wants 
to take you back to a simpler time. 
He’s among a number of publish- 
ers who have tapped into the vin- 
tage comic book market and want 
to put those old-time stories back 
on the shelves. 

Thompson’s Checker Book 
Publishing finds old comics and 
comic strips, secures the rights to 
reprint them, gives them a make- 
over and packages them in paper- 
back form. He sells them to book- 
stores and peddles them online. 

Checker, founded in 2001, is one 
of the few companies that devotes 
itself to reprinting the older, clas- 
sic comics, said Calvin Reid, comics 
editor at Publisher’s Weekly. Smaller 
companies may do the same thing 
but without Checker’s wide distri- 
bution, he said. 

Industry giants Marvel Comics 
and DC Comics also reprint some of

their classics, recognizing demand 
from an older generation trying to 
salvage the artifacts of its youth. 

“It’s an exploration of the 
American culture in the broadest 
sense. And if people don’t collect 
and publish this stuff, it’s lost for- 
ever,” comics historian and author 
Robert C. Harvey said. 

Most Checker reprints are sci- 
ence fiction or adventure comics. 

This fall, the company released 
vintage reprints of Steve Canyon, 
the square -jawed Air Force pilot. 
Reprints of “Flash Gordon” and 
“Dick Tracy” also recently came out. 

“They are reprinting some of the 
most highly regarded and acclaimed 
comics writers,” Reid said. “Some 
of the books they do may not be the 
most famous, but they are of qual- 
ity that they know there will be a 
demand for.” 

“Steve Canyon,” which appeared 
from 1947 to 1988, was created by 
Milton Caniff. At the height of its 
popularity it was carried by 60 0 
newspapers. Papers began dropping 
the strip because of protests against 
the Vietnam War, Harvey said. 

U.S. retailers sold about 100 mil- 
lion graphic novels — collections of 
serialized comics, current or classic, 
in book form — in 2002, up from 75 


million in 2001, according to ICv2, 
a consulting company in Madison, 
Wis., that follows the industry. 

Thompson wouldn’t disclose 
Checker’s sales figures but said they 
doubledlastyearfromtheyear before. 

At the end of 2002, the company 
had four books in print. It currently 
has nine out, with 10 more due in 
the next four months. 

“It’s pretty much picking the 
right books,” Thompson said. “The 
stuff that we explore varies from 
marginally easy to get to complete- 
ly impossible to get. Sometimes we 
just get plain lucky.”

It usually takes a month to repro- 
duce the comics into a book format 
and three months to print the books. 
The paperbacks are usually sold for 
$15 to $20 apiece, although some 
cost as much as $30. 

Checker’s customers include both 
diehard collectors and casual read- 
ers. Thompson has filled orders from 
Italy, Sweden, Norway, Brazil and

Fabulous Fakes 

Placebo is the cure for glam-rock deficiency 


M u S l C I A fantastic compendium of 
cliches, Placebo continues a massive 
world tour Friday at the 9:30 Club. 
The spiky, contemptuous, androg- 
ynous, industrial glam rock of the 
band is most effective if one believes 
one is listening to art. 


The London-based art-tarts 
became international stars soon 
after releasing their divinely deca- 
dent debut record in 199b. They still 
headline stadium gigs around the 
world — and play to small club audi- 
ences in the United States. A mag- 


netic and seductive live presence 
has earned the trio a cult following 
here, but they remain best known 
for the radio hit “Pure Morning” and 
its accompanying film clip, and for 
their appearance (as the T. Rex-ish 
Flaming Creatures) performing 
Marc Bolan’s “20th Century Boy” 
in 199 8’s “Velvet Goldmine.” 

Placebo’s gender- defying visu- 
al impact is as hothouse overripe 
and overconfident as its music — 
crunchy alternative rock and pop- 
industrial, punctuated by singer 
Brian Molko’s remarkably snide, 
inordinately nasal and exceeding- 
ly repetitive vocals. People who 
hate Placebo cite Molko’s admit- 
tedly annoying voice as the source 
of their displeasure; people who love 
Placebo thrill to the snarling keen 
of his hissy-fit wit. 

On their most mature record, 
2003’s “Sleeping With Ghosts,” 
Placebo adopts new-wave tricks and 
electronic enhancement removed 
from the knock- over- the- candela- 
bra thrash of its Sonic Youth-influ- 
enced early work. 

But fear not, old-school fans, ever 
cognizant of the need to please an 
audience, the band can be counted 
on to deliver the punked-up scorch- 
ers of its first three albums.

M u S l C I From Autumn to Ashes has 
taken the underground by storm

If only uniqueness directly trans- 
lated into quality. 

At some moments, the Long 
Island hardcore/emo quintet hits 
the sweet spot: The melodic metal 
of the instrumentation, the raspy 
barking of frontman Benjamin 
Perry, the soaring vocals of drum- 
mer Francis Mark — they all work.

Chocolate Truffles 

Seriously, Virginia, you can bypass 
the Godiva shop this year and 
make your own chocolate truf- 
fles instead. No exotic equip- 
ment is required, but good- 
quality chocolate is a must. 

(Sorry, this is a job for big- 
ger blocks than Hershey’s.) 

Grab a friend or a kid and 
make these little balls of 
joy together. The results are 
impressive — even good enough 
to give away as gifts. 

Essentially, you are making a ganache, 
a mixture of melted chocolate and cream. Additional enhancers, such as 
coffee, liquor and butter, are optional. The recipe below is derived from 
my days at culinary school, then revised after various experiments. I like 
the intensity and richness of flavor that coffee powder, butter and liquor 
(think bourbon or cognac) bring to the ganache, but feel free to experi- 
ment.

INGREDIENTS: 

16 ounces good quality, bit- 
tersweet or semisweet choco- 
late (Valrhona, El Rey, Scharffen 
Berger, Guittard and Callebautare 
some excellent choices) 

6 ounces heavy cream 

2 tablespoons espresso powder 


1 ounce unsalted butter 

splash liquor: cognac, bourbon, 
rum, brandy 

confectioner’s sugar, cocoa pow- 
der, cinnamonfor rolling 


METHOD: 

Coarsely chop chocolate and place in a large, shallow bowl. Heat cream 
and espresso powder in a medium-sized saucepan until bubbles appear 
on sides. Remove pan from heat. Pour mixture over chopped choco- 
late. Stir gently with a clean rubber spatula. Add butter, stir. Add liquor (if 
using), stir. Mixture should be smooth, shiny and thoroughly blended. 

Cover with plastic wrap and refrigerate until mixture isableto hold a 
shape but is not hard (aboutan hour). 

^ Spoon half ofthe ganache into a pastry bag or usea melon bailer 
dipped in cornstarch to scoop out balls. You are making mounds about 
3/4 to 1 inch in diameter. Drop mounds onto a waxed or parchment paper- 
lined baking tray. Cover with plastic and chill again, at least 30 minutes. 

With hands or latex gloves, roll mounds until desired roundness is 
achieved, then dip in small dishes with afew ounces of cocoa powder, 
powdered sugar, cinnamon, shredded coconut or nuts. 

Serve immediately. Storetruffles in an airtight container in the refriger- 
ator, where they will keepfor upto one month.

Some provisions of the law were 
upheld while others were struck 
down. Will the law function more or 
less as intended? 

Today’s decision upheld virtu- 
ally the entirety of the Bipartisan 
Campaign Reform Act (BCRA), 
including its two most important 
components: the restrictions on the 
raising and spending of non -feder- 
al funds, or so-called “soft money,” 
by national and state political par- 
ties, and the restriction on broad- 
cast advertising by corporations 
and unions that refers to federal 
candidates within specified peri- 
ods before federal elections. 

The conventional wisdom seemed 
to be that this law would almost 
surely be struck down. What spe- 
cific assumptions about the jus- 
tices’ likely reasoning turned out to 
be wrong? 

I’m not sure I agree with you 
about the conventional wisdom. 
Many pundits suggested that the 
challengers had a harder road to 
hoe with regard to the “soft money” 
provisions than the “issue advertis- 
ing” provisions. But with respect to 
both components of BCRA, both 
sides had difficult case law to dis- 
tinguish away. 

From my understanding of this leg- 
islation, as an individual, I could 
purchase an ad to attack a candi- 
date within the 60-day time frame. 
But if I pool my funds with my wife, 

I could not. Am I correct? 

Yes. Section 203 of BCRA, as 
upheld by the court today, applies 
only to corporations and unions — 
not to individuals. While Microsoft 
cannot take out a qualifying “elec- 
tioneering communication,” Bill 
Gates still can.
